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Race for Life special 



MARKS & Spencer has declined to 
comment on rumours it is ready to 
pull out of Harlow town centre and 
relocate to an out-of-town retail 
park. 

Speculation is rife that the shop - 
which has been a cornerstone of The 
High ever since opening its doors to 
the public in 1969 - is poised to end 
its 44-year stay in the town centre by 
moving premises to the former 
Comet store at Harlow Retail Park. 

The rumours have been fuelled by 
the fact that Canada Life, which 
owns the vacant site off Edinburgh 
Way, recently submitted a planning 
application asking for permission to 
subdivide the former electronics 
store into two units - with one ear¬ 
marked for a “nationally prominent 
premium food and drink retailer”. 

Although the Star understands 
M&S staff have been told relocation 
could be on the cards, the firm has so 
far refused to comment on the spec¬ 
ulation. 

One employee, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said: “I’m not sure how 
it all started, but rumours have been 
flying around for a couple of weeks 


to quit town centre? 
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that we would be relocating. 

“When customers started asking at 
the tills if it was true, a few members 
of staff approached management to 
find out and they were told we could 
be moving. 

“Nothing has been confirmed by 
head office yet, although we’ve heard 
we could be heading to an out-of- 
town retail park - with the old Comet 
store being mentioned as one possi¬ 
ble destination.” 

Any move would be a major blow to 
the Harvey Centre, which considers 
M&S one of its biggest customer 
draws. 

A spokesman for the shopping cen¬ 
tre told the Star this week: “The 
Harvey Centre management team is 
aware of the planning application 
relating to the former Comet store in 
Harlow Retail Park. 

“However, they have received no 
communication from any stores 
expressing a wish to break their ten¬ 
ancy agreement in order to facilitate 
a relocation.” 
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Tory stalwart 
leaves party 
to stand as 
independent 


VETERAN councillor Joshua Jolles 
has stunned Harlow Council's 
Conservative group by resigning 
from the party. 

Cllr Jolles, who now plans to 
contest his Great Parndon seat as an 
independent candidate at next 
May’s local elections, said he had 
become “increasingly disillusioned” 
with the Tories’ national politics. 

“I believe that there is far too 
much overspill from Westminster 
party politics into our local affairs,” 
he told the Star. 

“I feel that I can serve my residents 
much better as an independent, free 
from any party line and able to 
make up my own mind as to what is, 
or is not, good for the town.” 

He said he was “fed up” with being 
forced to tow the party line on 
issues including immigration, the 
economy and the European Union - 
and claimed his constituents would 
see a different side to him now the 
“shackles were off”. 

“I am offended by any political 
party telling me what to think and 
how to respond on questions of 
public policy. 

“I would rather listen to ordinary 
people in shops, on the street, in 
their homes and workplaces and 
then decide for myself. 

“I have been feeling disillusioned 
for some time now, and it will be a 
breath of fresh air to be able to 
think and speak my mind freely 
without worrying about conforming 
to the party whip.” 

Cllr Jolles claimed he had no 
intention of joining any other 
political party, and added that he 
remained supportive of Harlow’s 
Conservative MP, Robert Halfon. 

“I will continue to support Robert, 
who is one of the best things to have 
happened to Harlow since its 

foundation,” he said. 
“I don’t mean to 
belittle the good 
efforts of 
others, but Rob 
really puts his 
i heart and soul 
into working 
for the town’s 
residents.”

A WORLD War II veteran’s 70-year wait 
for a medal recognising his years of 
service to the Navy is finally over. 

Bert Glazebrook (87), of Ladyshot, 
travelled to Scotland with his daughter, 
Theresa Miller (60), for a veterans’ 
reunion at Loch Ewe in Wester Ross 
where he was finally awarded his Arctic 
Star medal. 

Father-of-four Bert, who celebrated 
his 60th wedding anniversary with wife 
Ivy last year, told the Star: “It was a 
really good event and very enjoyable. 
There were lots of presentations and 
speeches, it was lovely and very moving. 

“The real shame is the people that 
missed out, there were only 40 of us 
there. We waited 70 years for our 
medals. That’s too long; it should have 
been done a lot sooner.” 

The Arctic Star medal was awarded to 
Bert in recognition of his loyal service 
as part of the Russian Arctic Convoys 
and their maritime missions. 

He added: “My daughter was really 
moved by the ceremony. My three other 
children would have liked to have gone 
too but I am sure there will be other 
opportunities as I am still waiting on 
another Russian medal!” 


Council invests in 
housing upgrades 


COUNCIL tenants are set to bene¬ 
fit from a £100m package of 
improvements to their homes 
after Harlow Council unveiled 
new plans to modernise its hous¬ 
ing stock. 

Thousands of council-owned 
properties across the town will 
have new kitchens, bathrooms, 
doors and windows installed over 
the next five years, while more 
than 4,000 households will have 
their central heating systems 
upgraded. 

Houses, flats, maisonettes and 
sheltered accommodation are all 
included in the investment pro¬ 
gramme, which will be formally 
unveiled at tonight’s (Thursday) 
annual council meeting. 

Councillor Rod Truan, cabinet 
portfolio holder for housing, told 
the Star: “This is the biggest

Imagine effect of extra 
traffic on road network

I realise there is a need for new (and 
affordable) housing but common sense 
must be a priority when planning 
where developers are given permission 
to build.

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Nisha’s mascot to 
spearhead council 
recycling campaign 

MEET Reece Icle - the new face of Harlow 
Council’s litter reduction and recycling 
campaign. 

The cuddly mascot, who was designed 
by ten-year-old Nisha Ramphal of William 
Martin Junior School, will be at the 
forefront of the authority’s latest drive to 
encourage residents to be responsible 
with their rubbish. 

The authority spends around £800,000 
a year on street cleaning services, which 
includes picking up waste that never 
makes it to a bin. 

In a bid to minimise littering and 
increase awareness about recycling and 
its benefits, the council launched a 
competition in October of last year, 
inviting Year Six students across Harlow 
to design a mascot to support its 
campaign. 

The authority received more than 300 
entries - and Nisha’s was picked as the 
best of the bunch, winning her a Litter 
Bugs game, a trip for her whole class to a 
Recycling Centre and a framed certificate. 

Councillor Emma Toal, cabinet member 
for youth & citizenship, said: “Recycling 
is such an important subject and we 
should all be aware of the benefits to our 
environment that recycling can bring. 

“Reece Icle will play an active role in 
helping Harlow Council to promote this 
message in and around the local 
community; especially in terms of 
increasing engagement among our younger 
residents.” 



Police rapped over 
child DNA samples 

FIGURES showing that police in 
Essex have taken hundreds of 
DNA samples from children 
have been published by the 
Howard League for Penal 
Reform. 

The statistics reveal 32 children 
were tested every week in Essex 
and research by the charity has 
found that the county’s officers 
took swabs from 1,693 boys and 
girls aged 17 or under during 
2011. 

They included 56 primary 
school-age children -12 
10-year-olds and 44 11-year- 
olds. In 2010 even more - 2,320 - 
were tested. 

Under current rules, police can 
retain indefinitely the DNA of 
anyone they arrest for a 
recordable offence. A new law, 
imposing tighter restrictions on 
DNA retention, is expected to 
come into force later this year. 

Man talked down 
from Mil bridge 

TRAFFIC on the Mil at Harlow 
was brought to a standstill on 
Tuesday evening after a man 
threatened to jump from a 
bridge spanning the motorway 
at the Hastingwood roundabout 
interchange. 

A section of the highway and 
roundabout were closed by 
police while they dealt with the 
incident, causing a major traffic 
jam on the A414 out of Harlow. 

Emergency services received 
several calls from concerned 
mortorists at around 6.30pm. 

Both carriageways of the Mil 
and a section of the roundabout 
were shut while officers talked 
the man down. 

The man - in his 40s and from 
Harlow - was persuaded to 
move away from the edge of the 
bridge before being detained 
under the Mental Health Act. 


PAH reassures 
patients over 
medical ‘errors’ 


PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital has vowed 
to “learn and improve” after being ranked 
among the 20 worst-performing NHS 
Trusts for preventable mistakes. 

According to figures revealed under the 
Freedom Of Information Act, the hospital 
recorded a total of nine “never-events” - 
serious incidents of medical malpractice 
that should never have happened - over the 
past three years. 

Blunders included wrong site surgery, 
misidentification of patients, retained for¬ 
eign objects post-operation and misplaced 
naso- or oro-gastric tubes. 

Speaking to the Star this week, PAH NHS 
Trust chief executive Melanie Walker 
said the hospital would learn from its 
mistakes. 

“Every never-event is, of course, 
unacceptable and we are continu¬ 
ally trying to learn and improve,” 
she said. 

“But there are a number of things 
that need to be considered when 
looking at these figures. 

“Firstly, three years is a long period and 
during that time PAH have overseen over 
330,500 procedures. 

“We are also very open in reporting never- 
events - more so than some other hospitals 
- and we do have a very open policy in our 
communication with the public. 

“We do this because we feel it helps us 
improve and it means that patients and 
their families know that they can come and 
speak to us: be it a compliment, complaint, 
concern or suggestion. 

“We feel this helps us improve and be the 
best hospital for the public we serve.”

Since 2009, there have been three inci¬ 
dents of surgeons operating on the wrong 
area, four incidents of foreign objects being 
left inside a patient after an operation and 
one reported incident of a misplaced naso- 
or oro-gastric tube. The hospital has also 
reported one incidence of a patient being 
misidentified by staff. 

Ms Walker, who has been trust chief exec¬ 
utive for the past two years, continued: 
“The most recent event in 2012, which was 
classed as a retained foreign object post¬ 
operation, was questionable as to 
whether it should have been regis¬ 
tered as a never-event at all. 

“A patient had an operation in 
another hospital and had prob- 
\ lems after surgery. He then went 
to a second hospital, where the 
^surgeons had a look and checked 
the patient but couldn’t find any¬ 
thing. 

“The patient decided to come to us as 
they were still having problems and our 
surgeons actually found a tiny remnant of a 
rubber glove used by doctors inside. 

“However, we could not prove it had come 
from another hospital, and decided to regis¬ 
ter it as we treat everything as a chance to 
learn, grow and improve.” 

She added: “We want to make PAH the best 
hospital it can be. 

“We have fantastic staff and a very sup¬ 
portive local network which is what we 
need to continually improve and make sure 
never-events do not happen at PAH.”

AN eight-year-old girl who is battling cancer 
and waiting for her bone marrow transplant 
was the motivation behind one of the biggest 
teams taking part in Sunday’s Race for Life. 

Aimee Winter, pictured right with her 
friend Edie Wilson, was diagnosed with 
acute lymphoblastic leukaemia - a fast¬ 
growing cancer of the white blood cells - 
when she was two 

She was given the all-clear in September 
2009 but in January this year a routine blood 
test found that the cancer had returned.

Emma and Emily have also been 
raising awareness of blood donation, the 
bone marrow register and how cancer 
affects all of us.” 

Amanda added “Emma informed all the 
Saint Nicholas parents through a newsletter 
and lots of people signed up to give blood 
which was amazing,” said Amanda. “Their 
blood could help Aimee but it could also 
save someone else’s life, too. 

“Aimee has thankfully found a donor for 
her bone marrow transplant. The operation 
is booked for this July and I send that person 
a big hug and a huge thank you. We’re very 
grateful.”

Teen jailed for hit 
and run on nurse 


A TEENAGER who knocked a 
nurse off her moped while driv¬ 
ing a friend’s car and then fled the 
scene has been jailed. 

Part-time plumber Mitchell 
Dawkins (19), of Glebelands, Har¬ 
low, was tracked down by police - 
who then witnessed him carrying 
out a drug deal. 

Dawkins pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Crown Court to sup¬ 
plying class A drugs on October 5 
last year and to aggravated vehicle 
taking. He also admitted failing to 
stop after an accident, having no 
insurance and not driving in 
accordance with a licence. 

He was given a 39-month sen¬ 
tence in a young offenders’ insti¬ 
tution for the drug dealing offence 
with a concurrent six-month term 
for taking the car. He was also dis¬ 
qualified from driving for two 
years. 

Mark Larkin, prosecuting, said 
Dawkins was staying at a friend’s 
flat in Occasio House. While the 
friend was in bed, Dawkins took 
his car to drive to a McDonalds 
restaurant for breakfast.

At a roundabout in Edinburgh 
Way he collided with a moped rid¬ 
den by a nurse who was returning 
home after a night shift at Princess 
Alexandra Hospital. She suffered a 
broken wrist. 

Witnesses were able to give 
police a partial reading of the car’s 
number plate and the vehicle was 
traced to the owner, who was 
arrested. But officers checked 
CCTV recordings which showed 
Dawkins and his girlfriend leaving 
Occasio House about 7.38am and 
returning 30 minutes later. 

Mr Larkin said Dawkins was 
seen examining the vehicle which 
proved he was clearly aware there 
had been a collision. 

“While officers were doing that, 
live CCTV captured this defendant 
quite literally,” said Mr Larkin. 
“He was seen carrying out a drug 
deal with somebody at Occasio 
House.” 

Dawkins was arrested and his 
mobile phone showed text mes¬ 


sages about cannabis, steroids, 
Ecstasy and amphetamine deals. 
“He was involved regularly in 
negotiating deals,” said Mr Lakin. 

Julie Drimbal, representing 
Dawkins, said in mitigation the 
deals were mostly cannabis but 
did include some class A drugs. 

She told the court: “He was unso¬ 
phisticated and naive. He used his 
own name Mitch, no coded name. 
He started taking drugs and got 
into debt and ended up getting 
involved to pay off those debts.” 

She said he accepted he did not 
have his friend’s permission to use 
his car. 

Passing sentence, judge 
Christopher Ball told him courts 
dealt harshly with drug dealers 
who he said “absolutely gnaw 
away at the fabric of a decent soci¬ 
ety”. 

He continued “The sentence 
will not bring your life to an end 
but will punish you and you 
should learn a lesson.” 

Dawkins burst into tears as he 
was led out of the dock and shouted 
to his girlfriend: “Love you, babe”. 


Police repeat warning over bogus cop phone scam 


POLICE have renewed their 
warning over cold-calling con- 
artists following two recent 
attempts to steal from Harlow 
residents. 

In both incidents, the elderly 
victims were called by 
fraudsters posing as officers 
from the Metropolitan Police, 
who told their targets they had 
fallen prey to bank account 
fraud. 

They were then asked for their 
bank account details and told to

A DRIVER was 
airlifted to hospital 
after suffering serious 
injuries in a three-car 
crash on the A414 in 
Harlow on Saturday. 

The accident 
happened shortly 
after 1pm on the 
stretch of road 
between First Avenue 
and Church Langley 
Way and involved a 
Ford Fiesta, a Peugeot 
307 and a Land Rover 
Discovery. 

The driver of the 
Fiesta was flown by 
air ambulance to the 
Royal London 
Hospital, where he is 
reported to be in a 
stable condition. 

The two occupants 
of the Peugeot - a 
36-year-old male 
driver and a 36-year- 
old female passenger - 
were taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital 
but were discharged 
after treatment. 

The section of the 
A414 was closed for 
four hours while the 
vehicles were 
recovered and oil and 
debris removed. 

Police have appealed 
for witnesses to the 
accident to contact 
the Chigwell Road 
Policing Unit on 101. 


MP demands tougher 
dog attack sentences

A DOG attack in Harlow which left a 
teenager with an horrific arm wound 
has prompted MP Robert Halfon to 
call for tougher sentences for owners 
of dangerous dogs. 

Mr Halfon has tabled a parliamentary 
motion and is seeking a meeting with 
Justice Secretary Chris Grayling in a bid 
to persuade the Government to take 
action. 

He raised the issue in the House of 
Commons in response to the Star’s 
story about 14-year-old Brandon Elston, 
who needed hospital treatment for a 
5cm flesh wound in his arm after he 
was bitten by a Labrador while out 
walking in Harlow. 

The man who was in charge of the dog 
at the time of the attack was ordered to 
pay Brandon £250 compensation, a 
sentence which the teenager’s mother 
Sharon branded ”a joke”. 

Mr Halfon has now put down an Early 
Day Motion which states: “That this 
House notes that the Ministry of Justice 
fully understands the need for tough 
sentences regarding those who own 
dangerous dogs, further notes however 
that the owner of a dog which inflicted 
a 5cm flesh wound and a severed artery 
has escaped unpunished whilst the 
dog’s walker was handed a £250 com¬ 
pensation order, and asks the Secretary 
of State for Justice if he will consider 
reviewing the legislation on dog attacks

in public areas to help put an end to 
such sentencing.” 

Mr Halfon asked the Leader of the 
House of Commons, Andrew Lansley, 
whether he agreed that sentences such 
as a £250 compensation order for the 
attack were unacceptable. 

Mr Halfon has also called for an 
“urgent statement” to review the sen¬ 
tencing for dangerous dog attacks and 
asked Mr Lansley whether he would 
write to the Justice Secretary about the 
matter. 

Mr Lansley replied that the issue could 
be raised in the Second Reading debate 


on the Anti-social Behaviour, Crime 
and Policing Bill on Monday, June 10. 

He agreed to raise the issue of sen¬ 
tencing with the Justice Secretary, but 
added: “My Hon. Friend will under¬ 
stand that ministers should not seek to 
allow our own views to intrude on the 
sentencing decisions being made by 
courts under the guidelines.” 

Speaking later, Mr Halfon said: “I am 
very disturbed about this attack on 
Brandon. I have tabled a Commons 
Motion and am urging the Government 
to have tougher sentences for owners of 
dangerous dogs.

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Clubgoer threw glass which struck bouncer 


A DRUNKEN clubgoer who threw 
a glass which hit a bouncer on the 
forehead as he broke up a fight has 
been ordered to pay £2,400 in 
compensation and costs. 

Self-employed Terry Martin (27), 
of Primley Lane, Sheering, plead¬ 
ed guilty to assaulting Samraj 
Beasal at Seen nightclub in Harlow 
on September 2 last year, causing 
him actual bodily harm. 

Mark Lakin prosecuting, told 
Chelmsford Crown Court that 
Martin was a regular at the town 
centre nightclub and was disgrun¬ 
tled he had not been given a VIP 
table. 

The security guard had inter¬ 


vened to separate two men fight¬ 
ing when he was struck on the 
head with the glass. The next 
thing he could remember was 
regaining consciousness while on 
the floor. 

The court heard he suffered a 
2cm cut to his forehead. 

William Davis, representing 
Martin, said in mitigation the 
defenandant believed Mr Beasal 
was joining in an assault on his 
friend and he had acted in exces¬ 
sive self-defence. 

Imposing a six-month suspend¬ 
ed jail sentence, judge Christopher 
Ball said Martin was “paralytic” 
and had acted inexplicably when 


he threw the glass. 

“It was potentially very, very 
dangerous,” he told the defendant. 
“You could have blinded some¬ 
body and could have caused really 
serious injury. Fortunately it 
didn’t.” 

The judge added: “This is the 
sort of activity which makes me 
sick. I’m going to let you walk out 
of court because of your guilty 
plea and good and positive char¬ 
acter, but there’s a price to pay.” 

As part of his sentence, Martin 
was ordered to complete 200 hours 
of unpaid work as well as pay 
£1,200 compensation to Mr Beasal 
and £1,200 prosecution costs. 


Campaign group urges 
supporters to boycott 
housing consultations 



THE developer behind scaled- 
down plans to build thousands 
of homes on farmland north of 
Harlow has been accused of try¬ 
ing to breathe life into a propos¬ 
al that was “dead and buried”. 

The STOP Harlow North cam¬ 
paign contends that there is 
“essentially nothing new” in the 
revised Gilston Park Estate 
scheme unveiled by new land- 
owner Places for People and is 
urging its supporters to boycott 
any consultation about the pro¬ 
ject. 

It claims that Ropemaker - 
which was previously behind the 
Harlow North proposals - has no 
remaining interest in the site and 
the project is being taken for¬ 
ward by Places for People only 
because Land Securities - the 
other North Harlow joint Venture 
partner - has adopted a business 
strategy to re-focus on its core 
activities. 

STOP Harlow North is telling its 
supporters: “Places for People 
will attempt to engage the public 
in some form of consultation in 
the near future. Our campaign 
has, after initial dialogue, adopt¬ 
ed a stance of non co-operation 


land are so significantly differ¬ 
ent. 

“We would urge you not to con¬ 
tribute to this consultation as it 
could be used to support a plan¬ 
ning application, but simply to 
respond stating your fundamen¬ 
tal opposition to housing devel¬ 
opment in this location as it is 
unsustainable. 

“Places for People are desper¬ 
ately trying to breathe some life 
into a proposal that was dead and 
buried some time ago; please do 
not assist them.” 

It adds the fight to save coun¬ 
tryside goes on and stresses that 
no planning decisions have been 
made. 

The Gilston Park land is one of 
10 potential development sites 
being considered by East Herts 
District Council to meet future 
housing need. 

Mary Parsons, a director of 
Places for People, said: “We never 
intended there to be anything 
new in the prospectus we recent¬ 
ly issued. To put our comment in 
its correct context, we confirmed 
that we are developing a master 
plan for the area to sensitively 
bring much needed homes local¬ 
ly which can also help drive eco- 


“We have said from the outset of 
our involvement over five years 
ago that we will provide the mil¬ 
lions of pounds of investment, 
infrastructure and facilities 
needed to make this a successful 
and sustainable place to live. 
Therefore in that respect nothing 
has changed. Our commitment is 
exactly the same.” 

She added: “It’s a shame that 
STOP Harlow North is discourag¬ 
ing people from engaging with 
us. We believe that the decision 
about where the thousands of 
new homes that the council has 
identified are needed should be 
located is of major importance 
and has implications for every 
town and village in the district. 

“We just want to make sure that 
local people have accurate and 
up-to-date information on what 
we are actually proposing so that 
they can judge it on its merits 
compared to the other locations 
under consideration by the coun¬ 
cil. 

“That is why we will be sharing 
our plans as widely as possible 
over the coming months and

New salary structure agreed 


A NEW salary structure for 
officers joining Essex Police 
has been agreed. 

Recruits who have 
experience as a special 
constable or police 
community support officer, a 
policing qualification or other 
relevant experience will start 
on £22,000 a year. 

Others joining the force will 
be paid £21,000, a figure 
which will increase to £22,000 
on completion of their initial 
36 weeks training. 

New officers will also be 
eligible for a £2,000 allowance 
for living in the south east. 

Chief Constable Stephen 
Kavanagh and Essex Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
Nick Alston said the new 
structure represented an 


appropriate deal which would 
encourage the right quality of 
recruits. 

Mr Kavanagh said it was 
towards the ‘upper end’ of 
new regulations for starting 
pay set out by the Home 
Secretary, which came into 
effect at the beginning of last 
month. 

“I believe it is important to 
send a strong message to new 
recruits on how much I value 
having committed, 
competent and enthusiastic 
individuals joining the force,” 
he said. 

“I want Essex to be the best 
force in the country and that 
can only happen if I have 
high quality officers and staff 
who are willing to give their 
all.”

THE new Chief Constable of Essex has 
been sworn in during a ceremony held 
at the police training college in 
Chelmsford on Friday. 

Steven Kavanagh was joined by six 
constables for the swearing in ceremo¬ 
ny during which they pledged to do 
their job with “fairness, integrity and 
diligence”.

Home comforts 


YOU would have thought that when he moved 
to a new house in Wicklow - known as the 
Garden of Ireland - Diarmuid Gavin, the enfant 
terrible of the gardening fraternity, would 
have wasted no time hauling in the diggers, 
landscaping materials, amazing plants and 
architectural altars. 

Think again. The TV gardening maverick, 
pictured left, admits that it's easy to talk about 
garden design, to lecture on it and write books 
about it, but he developed a fear of it when it 
came to his own plot. 

"I bought a new home, a show house, with 
a perfectly simple garden - wooden fences, 
sloped lawn, some scalloped shaped beds to 
the sides and that was it. But for the life of me, 

I couldn't decide on a good design which would 
satisfy the family,'' he says. 

"I made the terrible mistake of ripping out 
everything that was here in the misguided belief 
that a clean sweep would provide some clarity. 
And then I did... nothing... for ages.” 

The situation became so dire that his local 
estate agent sheepishly approached and said 
Gavin was making his job selling properties very 
difficult because of the state of the garden. 

"The ignominy! So, something needed doing. 
Even then I ran away from the issue. I started 
work indoors, knocking down walls, repainting 
and disposing of heavy black curtains.'' 

Ever distracted with other projects, the TV 
gardener says that his own plot has progressed 
slowly. "After some years I developed a plan and 
commissioned a beautiful illustration. Now at 
least we know what the garden will look like. 

"The heavy building work started - a 
beautiful two-storey veranda now crosses the 
back of the house allowing for outdoor living 
on two levels. Freshly planted wisterias are 
beginning to climb towards the sky, wrapped

around reclaimed cast iron pillars. The 
foundation is in for a small summer house. 

"Over Easter I shifted five tonnes of sieved 
topsoil in readiness for new raised vegetable 
beds. The big plan is to terrace - lawns, beds 
and borders. 

"However, the big lesson is - don't do it my 
way. Just do as I say." 

Gavin and his family live minutes from the 
coast. Their garden enjoys a sunny aspect but, 
like the rest of the country, there is plenty of 
rain. However, he has ploughed on and has 
achieved some measure of success in his choice 
of planting. 

"The difficulty in the last few years has been 
the either freezing or just plain cold winters. 

I like to battle against the elements and the 
echiums that are growing up against the sitting 
room window are testament to that - they have 
been burnt by frost but even now stand at a

majestic 10ft high. If you are a gardener you roll 
with the weather." 

He offers the following design tips to 
gardeners who want their garden to look good, 
whatever the weather: 

■ Keep the overall design simple. When you're 
making a plan, use a few sweeping lines to lead 
the eye from the viewing point, which is often 
the kitchen window, right down to the back of 
your plot. 

■ Turn your lawn into a welcoming green 
wide pathway, which almost acts as an arrow, 
drawing the eye or the visitor on a journey. 

■ Keep the planting simple. Mass plant low- 
growing shrubs such as dwarf purple berberis 
for colour or clouds of Pittosporum tobira 
'Nanum'. 

■ If your garden is extremely small, shaded or 
just damp, give up on a lawn altogether. It's not 
going to repay any maintenance and you will 
spend years and fortunes bemoaning the brown 
patches and invasion of weeds and moss. Dig 

it up and replace it with a top-quality artificial 
turf. For a top-of-the-range brand, try Easigrass. 

■ Consider what your specimens will look like all 
year round, not only when covered in foliage or 
flower. If you're planting a tree, why not try a 
multi-stemmed birch? 

■ Pay attention to a few detailed areas. Surprise 
and delight by framing your front door with 

a wonderful display of massed colour in pots. 

For instance, a mass of flowering cyclamen 
crammed into a 'long Tom' terracotta urn looks 
special and draws attention from less well 
tended parts of the garden.

I was invited to see a 
colleague’s revamped 
home this week - the 
result of several months 
of building work and a 
great deal of upheaval 
but it was certainly worth 
it. 

It is hard to believe that 
this light and bright, 
largely open plan family 
home was, not so long 
ago, a rundown property 
with low ceilings and 
small dark rooms. 

They have dragged a 
pretty mediocre home 
into 2013, maximising its 
potential and creating a 
stunning environment for 
their family. 

Of course the trick with 
any home improvement - 
large or small - is to 
make it suit the property. 
The price bracket of 
fixtures and fittings must 
match the price bracket 
of the property. 

For example, if you’re 
living in a modest, one- 
bedroom flat in the lower- 
to-middle end of the 
market, there is probably 
no point installing 
swanky brand-name taps 
in the bathroom - unless, 
of course, you plan to 
live there for ever.

First impressions are not only 
important when selling your 
home, they are absolutely critical.

L ET’S be honest with ourselves here 
- do we like the idea of 4x4s 
because we frequently get stuck 
crossing fields? Or is it because they 
look a bit tougher, give a more 
commanding view of the road and 
are a bit more interesting than a 
standard hatchback? 

You can answer that one for yourself 
but the reality for many people is that 
four-wheel drive is like a diver’s 
watch - useful and practical but 
rarely extended to the limit of its 
abilities. 

But they are hugely popular 
whether they are full-on mud 
pluggers or just look like them, which 
explains why Volvo has introduced a 
Cross Country version of its V40 
hatchback. 

There’s a little clarification required 
here too; XC in Volvo-speak means 
SUV, such as the XC60 and XC90. But 
this isn’t an XC, it’s a Cross Country, 
so the majority of the range is only 
available in two-wheel drive. 

That might sound like an odd 
decision, but the prospective V40 
Cross Country customer will be more 
interested to hear about how it has 
improved cabin storage compared to 
the standard car, right down to a slot 
for the ice scraper with a drainage 
channel in the front door pockets. 
Very clever. 


In fact, the V40 is packed with this 
sort of thing, with the option of a 
folding front passenger seat, a storage 
pack for the boot with rails and 
dividers, and a clever false boot floor 
that can be flipped, removed or 
folded together. 

It’s the kind of attention to detail 
that Volvo is well known for and 
makes a car like this so much easier 
to live with. 

The most obvious changes are 
outside however, where the Cross 
Country wears all the trappings of an 
off-road machine. There are chunkier 
bumpers, substantial scuff plates 
front and rear, smart roof rails 
finished in silver and a choice of alloy 
wheels including handsome 
19-inchers. 


The Cross Country also comes in a 
unique colour dubbed Raw Copper - 
it looks a lot nicer than it sounds. 

Add to that the ride height raised by 
40mm and arguably you have a car 
that makes the standard V40 look a 
little plain - unless you go for the 
R-Design version. 

Unlike the rest of the range, the top 
T5 model comes with four-wheel 
drive as standard,and all the better 
for it; the T5 designation means there 
is a turbocharged five-cylinder 
engine under the bonnet pumping 
out 254 horsepower and 295lb.ft of 
torque. 

Taken to the wheels through a six- 
speed automatic transmission, 
theCross Country T5 has the 
numbers to make it something of a 


performance car; 0-62mph is 
despatched in under seven seconds 
and the top speed is only a fraction 
short of 150mph. It feels that fast on 
the move, too. 

Like all good Volvos, there is a 
characterful beat from the engine 
when extended which encourages 
you to make the most of it. 

Whether you leave the gearbox in 
automatic mode or flick it up and 
down with the lever, it switches ratios 
smoothly and quickly, emphasising 
the performance. 

And the four-wheel drive system is 
clever and highly effective; some 
time spent driving the Cross Country 
on a frozen lake in Sweden revealed 
that it is secure and reassuring with 
Volvo’s DTSC system switched on, 


and surprisingly playful and fun with 
it turned off. 

But most of all, the Cross Country 
makes you feel cosseted as the driver. 
The seats are superb (with the option 
of contrasting trim, which looks 
pretty smart), the driving position is 
excellent and, of course, a fraction 
higher thanks to the increase in ride 
height, and the dashboard is both 
visually attractive and easy to use. 

The ‘floating’ centre console design 
has been around for a few years but it 
still looks fresh. The simple button 
arrangement is easy to use and the 
clear display screen is simple to 
navigate. 

It sounds much too like an 
advertising slogan but it gives a 
strong impression of being equipped 
for life, with plenty of thought given 
to the layout and how it can best suit 
a multitude of users and situations. 

In fact, there are only two quibbles 
with the V40 Cross Country. Firstly is 
the price, with this T5 version 
checking in at almost £34,000, but 
then that is to be expected of a range- 
topper. The second is the four-wheel 
drive; go for a cheaper version with a 
more economical diesel and you lose 
the traction of two driven wheels. 

However, if there’s sufficient 
interest the decision may be reversed, 
and you also have to honestly ask 
whether you really need four-wheel 
drive at all.

MOTORBIKE SECURITY TIPS - 
WATCH YOUR WHEELS! 

Motorcycle Crime Is Still A Problem But It Needn't Be If You Take 
A Few Sensible Precautions 

Though the number of motorcycles being stolen has recently 
fallen, riders must still be careful to take appropriate steps to 
keep their transport secure. 

In recent times, the Motorcycle Retailers Association (MFIA) has 
compiled a basic checklist for both would-be and current riders. 
Even those who consider themselves up-to-speed on the topic 
will benefit from these reminders: all machines are at risk, so 
don't imagine it won't happen to you. As any rider knows only too 
well, bikes and scooters are notoriously easy to spirit away into 
the back of a van or something similar. Investing in mechanical and 
electronic devices and marking your bike will obviously lessen the 
chances of your pride and joy being stolen. 

• An insurance-approved combined alarm/immobiliser is an 
excellent deterrent. Ensure you have it professionally fitted: a 
DIY fit may invalidate your insurance. Some systems may 
provide extras such as roadside assistance. Look for 
Thatcham or Sold Secure testing compliance. 

• Chains and padlocks are versatile mechanical security. A U- 
lock (rather than a stand-alone, easily tackled disc-lock), 
securely attached to a solid feature, is recommended. Don't 
forget to take your keys with you; also, always engage the 
steering lock. 

• Marking/Identification systems may deter thieves and could 
help you get your machine back if stolen. If doing this yourself, 
mark parts with the Vehicle Identification number (VIN), 
Vehicle Registration number (VRN), postcode or other unique 
database-associated number. 

• At home, ground anchors are recommended as are stronger 
garage locks. Some alarm systems may cover garage entry 
points. When out and about, use custom-built 
motorbike/scooter parking spaces where available. Cover 
your machine if possible. Avoid leaving bike paraphernalia on 
or around the bike. 

When buying a new bike: 

Check its security extras, and their compatibility with your 
insurance cover: you may qualify for a discount on your premium. 

Check what insurance-approved aftermarket security your dealer 
can offer. 

Registration documents may fall into the wrong hands if a 
machine becomes an insurance write-off. If this happens to you, 
ask your insurer to pass the document to the DVLA. This will help 
to eradicate criminal misuse. 

When buying second-hand: 

Check that the numbers on the registration document tally with 
the frame and engine numbers (always ask to see the original 
document and check for alterations). 

Does the seller's name appear on the document, and if not, why 
not? 

Can the seller prove their identity and address? 

Are they keen to meet away from the registered address? If so, 
why? 

If electronic security is fitted, does the owner have the correct 
Certificate of Installation etc? 

A brief call to HPI, the AA or the RAC database should reveal the 
machine's history. 

Beware of so-called 'bargains' - many stolen machines are resold 
to an unsuspecting public. 

If you've further queries, then it's worth contacting your local 
crime prevention officer or any of the various motorcycle support 
groups such as the Motorcycle Action group or the British 
Motorcyclists' Federation for information on local groups: all 
these are working towards combating bike crime. The MRA itself 
represents its dealers' interests on the Motorcycle Theft Action 
Group (TAG), along with rider groups, the Police, insurers, the 
government and others. 

Motorcycling - whether for business or pleasure - should be a 
safe, enjoyable and stress-free experience. Unfortunately, many 
riders are often lackadaisical about security arrangements which 
can attract crime. The MRA's motto on this issue would be a 
resounding: "Watch your Wheels". It only takes a minute to run 
through a security checklist. These recommendations could save 
the average biker a great deal of time, trauma, cost and 
inconvenience.

THE Hawks are set to have a few changes 
in opponents for next season’s Ryman 
League division one north campaign. 

Details of the proposed divisions in the 
non-League football structure have 
been released by the FA for steps 1 to 4. 

The first main change for Harlow Town 
is that they will be playing in a league of 
24 teams in 2013-14 and not 22 as in pre¬ 
vious seasons.
